Me has indeed, in fome former Papers, and 
in the laf, which begins the Reigns of the 
Sruaxrs, laid down fome general political 
Principles, «which are true ; buc ‘tis only that 
he may the more cafily inftil thofe which are 
fale.

mucu Occasion TO PLEAD. . Scandalous Infé 
zuation againft the Government, as Betrayers of 
Liberty and the Confticution! and yer, when 
thefe feandalous Writers are prefs’d, they'll fay, 
they meant nothing againft the espa Times, 
Mr. Ospcarts’s whole Sentence, big with equal 
Nonfenfe and Infamy, flands thus: The Spirit of 
Liberty, and the Britith Confiitution of Government, 
whofe Caufe we are pleading, and whefe Crufe we 
are forry there Pould be so MucH OCCASION to 
plead, wik therefore, we bope, remain clexr of ail 
Imputations. This Author has loft bis Underfand 
ing with his Henefty : The Spirit of Liberty, and 
the Britith Confitution, wil, we bope, remain 
clear of alt Imputations : What's that in Englith ?

But leaving thefe things for his Lawghide Rea- 
devs, who are above pretending tv underftand ; 
and Blockeads, who admire all they don’t un- 
derftand ; we'll purfue our general Defign, which 
&s to guard the People of England again/? the i# 
Infirnations of thofe Writers. One of their Arts is, |

Is it not aflonifhing, that a Man 
who has taken fo odious and fcanuaious a Liberty 
with the Perfon and Charafer of a living Prince, 


'fhould ke thus tender of the Dead ? but che reafon 


is, that he may the more effectually abufe the Li- 
ving. Whereas the very Reverfe of this mufty 
Maxim of Reverencing the Dead, is true: The Dead 
cannot be hurt; nor can the Nation fuffer, bur 


credly and inviolab!y maint.in’d rhe Laws, and 
never once atremp’ed to break in upon our Li- 
bert.es, fhall be vilely traduced, arid all Methods 
try'd co leffea his Efteem among the People, it 
is the very Confummation of Wicke !nefs ; be- 
caufe, big with the greateft Miichiefs i And yer, 
this is the very Wickednefs which Mr. Op 

CASTLE has heen frequently guilty of ; chat very 
Oxrpcasrie, who thinks himfelf obliged to 
mention the Er-ors of dead Princes with Sorrow, 
not Trinmpb, has a''ow'd himfelf 10 fix Prrors and 
Fices on Living Princes, which they were never 
guilty of ; and then triumph in chofe very Errors. 

Thus is ome Artifice of cur Author, which the 
People are ro guard againft; and thet is, his 
concealinp many of the Vices of former Reigns, 
that fo they may feem to come nearer to the pre- 
fent Reign, and the Parallel be drawn with lef 
Difficul:y : which, by the way, is avery great 
Honour to the prefent Government. 

The next Thing which we wonld guid the 
People againft is, Mr. Orpcasrir’s falfe Appli- 
cation of true Principles As for inftance, ine fays, 
That Fattion may be for the Crown, as well as’ a- 
gaint the Crown.
